on the fourth day of March next at 12 
o'clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members of that body are here- 
by required to take notice.

U'he annual report uf the Govern- j 


inent chemist oC the I'ederated Mal- 
ay States Department ut' Agriculture 
lit Kuala Lumpur, prepared by B. J- 
Ealon, states that preliminary ex- 
periments were carried out with sam- 
ples of the ami-opium drug v.'lm:li j 
bad been distributed in various parts 
of the States for airing the opium 
habit. 
Samples of the 
decoction, 


prepared from the plum used, and a 
number of specimens of the plant, 
were received. The plant is Com- 
brptr.in svindaicum. :> memuer o!' the 
natural order Combreiaco. to wbu-n 
family belongs the genus '1'ermuiiaiia, 
soniu- species of which are used lor 
tanning purposes. 


The drug, which is essentially an 


; extract of the leaves and twigs of the 


plant, first roasted in shallow iron 
nans, over charcoal fires and then 
boiled in a definite volume of water 
and <?';aporated to r. known volume. 
is found to vary somewhat in com- 
position, and samples received have 
contained residues varying from 0.1 
to u.ti per cent. 
Preliminary obser- 


vations have not shown the presence 
(if any a!l\a!oidal. glucosid-U or other 
bitter principles. 
The organic mat- 


tor consists principally uf tan.iin, 
which is probably the active cnnstitu- j 
"nr. The explanation of the physioio- 
gical action of the drug as an ami- j 
opium curs -Is somewhat 
difficult- j 


Tannin is a precipitant of morphine 
and other opium alkaloids, but very 
small quantities of these alkaloids, it 
fiiiy. are absorbed into tue system 
when opium is smoked. 
'The effect 


of the drug on an opium-eater might ; 
be as a precipitant of the alkaloids \ 
iu the stomach before absorption, 
thus rendering them insoluble. 
If 


this explanation is valid, any other 
tanning solution—for example, strong 
tea or solution of gambler, cutch, 
etc., might be substituted for this 
drug.—Harper's Weekly.

At the Royal Normal College for the 


Blind, Norwood, England. 


Of all the dread calamities which 


oonhi befall any human being, sure- 
ly losy of sight is the worst. Of all 
men who reserve the highest esteem 
of their fellow creatures, surely he 
di-'.sorves it who devotes his life to 
the welfare of those poor creatures 
upon whom perpetual night has fall- 
en. 


Such a man is Dr. F. J. Campbell, 


the principal of the Royal Normal 
College for ihe Blind at Norwood. 
DI-. Campbell has been blind since be 
was 1'onr years ol" age and is one o£ 
the most wonderful men living. Ac- 
companied by his wife, he courteously 
showed [he writer over tiie college 
and explained many things 
which 


hnvn huberto been pu/.x.lcs. 


How the blind can read and write 


Is the greatest mystery to sighted 
people, but it is really very simple 
when one knows how it is done, and 
t:>.kes into consideration the highly 
developed sense of touch in people 
thus afflicted. 


The Braille system of printing Is 


one of the combination of dots to 
represent characters and words, and 
only six dots are employed. Printing 
and writing in Braille are exactly the 
same, and Dr. Campbell allowed me 
to see the pupils at their lessons. 


For writing, each student is sup- 


plied wiith a Braille frame, thick 
paper, and an :instrument like1 a 
blunt bodkin. 
The frame is about 


quarto size with a brass clip at ihe 
top to Us the paper in. In order to 
get in the right position, it is pushed 
on to two pins at the top, then clasp- 
ed. 


The writer then takes a folding 


piece or metal, on the underrieatn 
half of which are pierced several ser- 
ies of six holes,'to correspond with 
Braille writing. The top half 
is 


pierced 
Ln oblong shapes, each of 


which covers a series of six holes. 
This arrangement Is slid on to the 
frame, and the writer punches out 
whatever he wants to write by insert- 
ing the blunt "bodkin into the ob- 
long spaces of the slide, and telling 
by the sense of touch which holes in 
the brass 
below 
he 
is 
punching 


through. 


I was astonished at the rate those 


little instruments "worked, and still 
more so at the. pace at which the 
writing was read by the 
scholars. 


One youth made a mistake in one 
dot. 
la a second he had popped 


the paper on the frame again, and 
flattened out the dot. 


How Indians Poison Arrows. 


An old Cheroicee Indian recently 


gave away the secret how the Indiana 
of olden times used to poison their 
arrowheads for war purposes or for 
killing bears. They rook a fresh deer 
liver, fastened it to a1 long pole, and 
then went to certain places where 
they "knew they would find rattle- 
snakes in'.abundance. About midday 
the rattlers are all out of their dens, 
coi'.ert up in the cooking sini. 
The 


bucks would poke the first rattler 
they found with the liver on the long, 
pole. 
A rattler, unlike 
common 


snakes, always shows fight in prefer- 
ence to escaping. 
The sngke would 


thus repeatedly strike at the liver 
with its fangs until its-poison was all 
used up, whereupon it quit striking 
and try slowly to more on. 
The 


bucks would then hunt up another 
rattler and repeat tho performance, 
keeping up the work until the livef 
was well soaked with, snalce poison. 
Then the pole was carried home and 
fastened somewhere in an upright 
position untM the liver becomes as 
dry as bone. The liv=r 
was 
then 


pounded to a fine powder and placed 
in a buckskin bag. to be used as 
needed for their arrows. This pow- 
der would stick like glue to any mois- 
tened surface and was death to any 
creature which it entered on arrows. 
—Denver Field and Farm. 


Paderewski's Supreme Gift. 


It is the obvious and familiar dis- 


tinction of Mr. Paderewski that 
he 


is. beyond question, the moit famous 
virLuoEO now living; but that is s. 
distinction which he can well afford 
to hold less precious than another 
garland which he has long worn; 
that whic.ii honors him as the most 
perfect niastei- of a certain kind of 
tonal utterance with whom the musi- 
cal world is acquainted. 


It is no new thing to say of Mr. 


Paderewski that he alone, of all liv- 
ing virtuosos—and one thimks not on- 
ly of pianists, but of players upon 
stringed instruments—is a bile com- 
pletely to convey, through the mater- 
ial agency of mere wire and wood, 
the illusion of an idealized and Jrvlus 
voice. 


The quality of tone which he can 


.summon from hammers and strings, 
from the unylyhiin.z and intractable 
th'.'Cal of bis instrument, is a thing 
to wonder at rather than to praise- 
It is act the vibration of wires. It Is a 
voice singing—and (one hastens to 
make the point) a voice of eso.uisits 
and absolute perfection. 


The characterization is not fantas- 


tic: -siK-.h a 'i,r.f. a.- his, at. its best. 
is evoked: from an inanimate source, 
by him alone: justly to indicate its 
nature is, seemingly, to part com- 
pany with sobriety.—Ijawrence Gil- 
man, In Harper's Weekly.

The Practical Belgians are Trying 


to Revive un Old Industry..'. • ' 


Some time ago a commission was 


appointed to inquire into the cause 
of the decline of the once flourishing 
fishing industry along the Belgian 
coast. After a careful investigation 
the commission reported that foreign 
competition was responsible for this, 
decline; the Belgian fishermen, the 
report concluded, owing to their an- 
tiquated methods, were not able to 
compete with their English, French, 
and Norwegian brethren. 


As a result of this report, the Bel- 


gian government decided that tho 
only way out of the difficulty was..the 
establishment of schools of fishery, 
where young Belgian fisher people 
be educated Into modern methods of 
earning 
their 
livelihood. 
.Conse- 


quently a number of fishing schools 
have been established on the coast at 
Ostend, Blandeuberghe 
and .Nlew- 


port. 


Of these the Ostend school is the 


most Important, and a model estab- 
lishment of the kind. There every 
facility is given to boyg who have 
chosen fishing as their trade to ac- 
quire all the knowledge they may 
need, and to face the hardships of 
their vocation. 
Beautiful museums, 


containing the choicest and rarest 
species of fish, shells, birds, and in- 
struments of every description, sea 
charts and maps, model boats repre- 
senting every type of vessel, nets, 
sails, and, in fact, everything per- 
taining to the fisherman's craft are 
placed at the young student's dis- 
posrtl. 


The course of study at the school 


lasts three years, during which time 
the many secrets of the fishing trade 
are revealed to the youthful Flem- 
ings. A peep into some of the school 
rooms reveals the methods of in- 
struction. 
Here one sees a large net 


spread out on the ground, with a, 
number of boys seated on It, engaged 
with repairs, while another group of 
youngsters are being taught an accu- 
rate knowledge of tho sextant, and 
others still are being initiated into 
the mysteries of rope splicing. 


In another room, a class of boys' Is 


studying the rules of the road at sea 
and the exact position of the many 
lightships in the North Sea. 
.The 


method of teaching this lesson is: 


both simple and practical. 
All that 


Is required are some reliable, sea . 
charts, a few sets of tiny model ves- 
sels, and printed directions, with the 
assistance of which the boys can 
learn In one day as much as a lengthy 
voyage to sea could teach them. A 
gigantic chart represents the bottom 
of the sea, with its valleys, rocks, 
and sand banks, stones, seaweeds, 
and shells, and explains the ocean's 
hidden dangers and mysteries. 


On the other hand, all the man- 


oeuvers executed on board a fishirig^ 
boat are practiced on dry land; for 
this purpose a full size model boat 
has been erected in the grounds ad- 
joining the school. The future;fish-., 
erman is likewise taught the malclhs ' 
of nets and the handling of them at 
sea, the cutting, sewing, and repair- 
Ing of sails, the art of baiting, dry- 
Ing, 
smoking, and preserving^ fish, . 


and the use of compass, lo;;, ^.rid" 
hoisting colors. 


When the pupils have acquired-all 


this useful knowledge they are given 
an opportunity to show thoir worth; 
at sea. A training ship is fitted' up 
with this end in view, and for several 
weeks the student crew carries out. 
all its manoeuvcrs under the. direc- 
tion of the indefatigable school prin- 
cipal. 
Thus the finishing touch. Is 


given to their education. 
When the,' 


floating school returns to port its 
occupants are considered to. be thor- 
oughly fitted for their vocation and 
have no difficulty in finding work. 


This excellent practical education, 


la given entirely free, which explains 
to a great extent why the number ot 
pupils is steadily Increasing.

costly articles of commerce is snake 
venom, for which there is a growing 
demand 
in 
medicine 
and 
other 


branches 
of 
science. 
The 
supply 


comes from Australia, and a reconl 
Sydney quotation placed the market 
price at 20c to iioc a grain, or about 
?iiO,UOO a pound Troy, 
no 
attempt 


seeming to have been made hitherto 
to distinguish between the poison of 
snakes whose bite is usually fatal and 
that from reptiles that seldom kill. 
Dr. Tidswell, of the New South Wales 
Health Department, states that the 
venoms arc; now being 
classified. 


Laboratory 
experiments 
place 
the 


tiger snake venom first, as it is six- 
teen times its deadly as that of the 
black snake and four times as power- 
ful as that from tho brown snake or 
the death adder. In average yield at. 
a bite the death adder supplies throe 
times as much as the tiger snake and 
seventeen 
times as much as the 


brown snake. So far the snakes have 
been mostly captured 
by hand to 


avoid loss of poison, and, at 
even 


greater personal risk, have been held 
in the. hand while being enraged and 
made to bite through a rubber band, 
ejecting upon a glass plate the venom 
from the two poison fangs in the up- 
per jaw. 
Each snake has supplied 


the material from one bite, averaging 
•about a grain.—Dundee Advertiser.
